Only the most 

watchful care on the part of the peo- 

ple can avert the danger. A fire once 

begun would in all likelihood sweep 
the town out of existence. Another 

_ year will probably find Reno in the 

possessien of water works up to the 

needs of the place. We have too long 

suffered the nuisance of the dribbling 

rain pipes which have made aburlesque 

ef supplying us wi h water. Ren» 

needs good pipes filled all the year 

round with clear water under a high 

pressure. Heretofore we have not had 
tuch water. At times during the 
summer the liquid which flowed slug- 

gishly from the pipes was wholly un- 
fit for use. Weare even denied that 
in the winter and the town is left at 
the mercy of any chance spark. The 
risk is too great to be borne, and any 
man or set of men who will premise 
to serve Reno properly with water will 
find the citizens ready with their help. 
In the meantime, watchfulness should 
not be relaxed fora moment. The 
existence of the town depends upon 


that. *

EDITORIAL NOTES. 


The New York Herald is enamored 
of the Chinese. A telegram of yester- 
day states that the Herald of to-day 
says: The question of Chinese labor 
has been successfully solved at a shoe 
manufactory in North Adams, Massa- 
chusetts. The experiment which be- 
gun sevaral years ago and which led 
to labor complications and disturb- 
ances, has succeeded beyond the hopes 
of the most ardent supporters. Chi- 
nese employes walk the streets with 
as much freedom as any citizen. 
Their foreman, Ah Sing, married a

A Cariboo Pieneer's Luck.

John Dawson, one of Cariboo’s earl- 
iest and most successfift miners, died 
some two years ago at Brooklyn, New 
cYork, but the news of his death only 
recently reached this city. There are 
some rather interesting circumstances 
in connection with his early life. Ar- 
riving here in the days of the gold 
fever, he proceeded to Cariboo and be- 
ame a partner with Abbott and Jordan 
in the clebrated ‘‘Abbott’’ claim 
located on William creek. It was in 
tbis claim the blue clay, which previ- 
ously had been looked upon as bed- 
rock, was sunk through. A “sump 
hele was on a certain day required 
and the company cut through the clay.

awson left for the East, taking with 
him $60,000. At New York he iuvest- 
ed in greenbacks at 40 cents, and then 
proceeding to Brooklyn, bought up 
real estate when the market was very 
low. His property rapidly increased 
in value,-and it isreported that he 
died a millionaire. is wife 1s also 
dead, but two children are left behind 
to whom the fortune has reverted.

Frtunately the 
cisterns are full, but they would be 
exhausted by even a small fire and 
simply uselessin case of a big one. 
It behooves the people ef Reno there- 
fore to take all care to avert a disaster 
which would break the back of the 
town. Every household and every 
business place should have barrels 
filled and plaeed within convenient 
reach. A bucket at the start is better 
than a steam fire engine five minutes 
later. No rubbish should be burned 
upon the streets. “Much gross care- 
lessness is shown in this respect. A 
heap ef rubbish was smouldering yes- 
terday by the side of the railroad track 
on Commercial Row west of Sierra 
street. A high wind would have 
fanned it into a blaze and there would 
have been danger in its sparks and 
our wooden sidewalks and frame 
buildings. Every inhabitant should 
organize himself into an anti-fire 
watchman until Reno’s remarkable 
water works do their duty, after their 
manner, again. 


Reflect upon your Christmas din- 
ner and go to curch to-morrow ina 
thankful frame of mind. Its probable 
that lots of as good men as yourself 
had to tighten their belts in the ab- 
sence of turkey. The reflection, while 
painful, yet has its other side. Good 
things always taste better when we 
remember that you have a sort of 
monopoly of them, like the fine old 
gentleman who made a practice of din- 
ning in the bow window of his club, 
for the reason that it gave him 
an appetite to have the hurgry beg- 
gars staring in at him. Of course a 
state of mind like that is one that 
should be reprobated by all Christians. 
But it is natural, notwishstanding— 
just as natural as to feel surprise tliat

NOW M. MESSENA HAD A WIFE. 


She was far too young, far too 
beautiful not to be attractive, and 
it appears that she won the Duke's 
heart. Last week the Massena 
family left Truckee and the Dukeaccom- 
panied them. Some ene in the crowd, 
in packing up the things for removal, 
packed up acosiderable quantity of 
the heusehold goods of their landlady, 
Mrs. Short. A warrant was speedily 
sworn out, and officer Cross followed 
them. The stolen goods were found, 
together with all the Messena baggage 
in the care or possessien ef Duke 
Thompson. He says Massena told 
him to look out for the baggage, and 
he had ne idea that any goods had 
been stolen. When he learned from 
the officer, however, that Mra. Mas- 
sena would probably be arrested for 
the theft, he at onc returned with Mr. 
Cross to Truckee, and plead guilty to 
the larceny. John A. Gray pros- 
ecuted the case, and Duke Thomp-- 
son was sentenced te forty days im- 
prisonment. Officer Cross was to re- 
move his prisoner to Nevada the next 
morning. During the night some one 
made the Duke believe that Mrs. 
Massena had been arrested. Shortly 
after midnight he began 
HOLDING HIS BREATH 


as long as ever he could, and 
repeating the process as rapidly as 
possible. He soon became weak, ex- 
hausted and almost unconscious. Dr. 
Curless was called and after a careful 
examination was unable to discover 
that anything ailed the man, except 
thät he was continually trying to hold 
his breath as long as possible, Early 
in the morning the breath left Duke 
Thompson forever. In seme manner 
he had committed suicide as is clearly 
intimated by the following letter. 
Drs. Pedlar and Curless made a 
thorough examination of the stomach 
of the dead man, and find rot the 
slghtest trace of poison. All the in- 
ternal organs of the body appeared in 
a healthy condition. The verdict of 
the coroner’s jury, was, that Duke 
Johnson had committed suicide, but 
by what means they were unable to 
determine, The contents of the 
stomach have been preserved and will 
be sent below te be analized. If 
Duke Thompson took some subtle 
East Indian poison, the chemist. can 
probably discover its presence. If he 
really produced death by determined- 
ly holding his breath, it is the first 
cause of the kind ever known. All 
medical works deny that suicide can 
be committed by a voluntary suspen- 
sion of respiration. The following 
letter was found in his pocket in the 
jail. It was written with a lead pen- 
cil upon brown paper, in a clear bold 
handwriting. It was iotended for 
Mrs. Massena and tells the whole story 
of the man’s devotien. 


THE LAST LETTER. 


“Chistiana, beloved one, my pride 
and-only love, words are too poor to 
express to you the sentiment and feel- 
ings of my heart. To saye you from 
prison I have seknowilond stealing 
these goeds given me to take to Rock- 
lin by that eld wretch. I could bear 
anything for your sake, my dear girl. 
On my ewn confession I have been 
convicted and sentenced to be impris- 
oned for forty days, but all my efforts 
to save you from being imprisoned are 
fruitless, and you are to be arrested. 
Oh, my darling, I cannot live to see 


vou sent to jail, this is too much and 


will kill me. Your Eddie has drunk 
up the cup of bitterness and grief, 
and is broken-hearted: I have suf- 
fered most keenly to see you ill 
treated by that old shriveled up bab - 
oon who, I feel certain, put me into 
trouble and disgrace to get rid of me. 
You will never mere hear the soft 
tones of the voice you loved to hear, 
and perhaps after a short time you 
will forget me. Dear one, don’t 
mourn for me, I cannot live to see you 
sent to prison. Think of me, darling, 
and if yeu can, try to prevent my re- 
mains from being dissected or cut up. 
Leave that old brute as soon as ye 
can, he will be severely punished. 1 
cannot write more fer my heart is 
nigh bursting with pain. After I’m 
gone, and should you be in Truckee, 
beware of Mr. Gray. Good-bye now, 
and forever you will nover more see 
your Eddie. If I have grieved or dis- 
tressed you in any way, please forgive 
me. Only yours, Enn.
